And there is 
more to the jitmcrow hiring prac- 
tices of the Century's sponsors 
than the mere denial of jobs to 
Negro workers above the status 
of menials; the very practice 
also helps to establish racist 
ideas in the minds of its passen- 
gers. 

Every one of the Centurys 
passengers is fed the silent 
propaganda that Negroes are 
only capable of carrying bag- 
gage, cooking meals, serving 
meals, making beds, mixing 
drinks and shining shoes. This, 
of course, is just an aside when 
it is considered that Century's 
policies dovetail with those of 
the entire railroad industry 
which bar Negroes from the 
1,400,000 jobs as firemen, engi- 
neers, office workers, technicians 
and experts in various fields. 


WHEN A_ PASSENGER 
boards the Century in Grand 


treading a red plush carpet. 


Usually at the passenger's side 
is a Negro red cap carrying lug- 
gage. Since the ry is an 
all-room train, the reservation 
has to be checked by Pullman 
conductors before boarding, 
These are all white. The pas- 
senger is helped onto the car 
assigned by a Pullman porter— 
a Negro, who makes .the bed, 
shines the passengers shoes 
sometime during the night and 
generally looks after pas- 
sengers comfort. . 

If the «passenger goes to the 
dining room, he is ushered to 
his seat by a white steward 
who is obviously the boss of 
the dining car. But the order 
is taken by a Negro waiter 
whose expert maneuvering with 


“food trays on the moving train 


amazes everyone. The waiter 
gives the order to a Negro cook 
located in the kitchen at one 
end of the dining car where the 
meal is prepared. By this time 
the passengers, many of whom 
have had no other relationships 
with Negroes, are quite sure 
that Negroes were just cut out 


for the jobs assigned to them °

Steve Nelson’s Appeal 


ON MAY 25 at Harrisburg, 
Pa., the State Supreme Court 
will hold a hearing on the appeal 
of Steve Nelson; from his con- 
viction on the Sedition Law of 
that state. They will be called 
upon to to reverse the savage 
20 year sentence which he re- 
ceived last July. 

This icular law was pass- 
ed in 1919 at the instigation of 


Steve Nelson, along with four

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throughout this country but 
world wide. 

Twenty years under the condi- 
tions at Blaunox is not even a 
life sentence. It is a death sen- 
tence. 

Messages of protest‘came from 
England, Australia, China, 
France, and other lands. Judge 
ns who had sentenced 
him, was forced to admit that 
“enough letters and telegrams 
came to paper Nelson's cell.” It 
is estimated by the Civil Rights 
Congress that 10,000 communi- 
cations went into Pennsylvania 
on the bail issue. Nelson's re- 
lease on bail after 239 days in 
jail was granted by the State 
Supreme Court after it was re- 
fused by the lower courts. These 
protests undoubtedly helped.

He 
selected the judge for the trial, 
testified against him, and climb- 
ed into the State Supreme Court 
on this shabby record, which 
court is now to pass on Nelson's 
appeal.

The mother of Lance Cpl. Paul 
Dugal, the only Canadian POW 
released, fainted in a newsman’s 
arms in her Quebec City home 
when he told her good news. 

“I knew my Paul was not dead,” 
Mrs. Dugal sobbed after she was 
revived. “I just felt it.” 

She said her son had been re- 
ported missing and presumed dead 
two years ago, when he was only 
17. So certain was she that he was 
alive, she said, that she never 
signed and returned documents to 
the Canadian Defense Depart- 
ment, as she had been asked to do. 
TEARS OF JOY 

Mrs. Faye Seibles, mother of 
Pfc. Marvin L. Brown, Oklahoma 
City had to fight back the tears. 

“Im s0 pager- Om, I'm = s0 
happy,” she said again and again.

Into Amer- 
ica’s optimistic hope for a quick Korean truce and world 
peace, they fling their monkey-wrenches of “warning 
Against appeasement” as they call the slightest move to- 
ward wit the profitable (for them) bloodshed. 

A Sen. Taft sours America’s rejoicing with his virtual 
demand that the killing go dn-until Malaya and Indo- 
China are forced to bow their necks to the yoke of the 
British and French invaders. Taft is trying to throw a 
monkey~wrench into the Korean negotiations which the 
Eisenhower administration was compelled to enter into. 

Similarly, the syndicate columnist David Lawrence 

‘ tells the rejoicing American people today that if he and 
his ilk have their way their rejoicing will be short-lived. 
Lawrence tells us Americans that we must get ready soon 
for what he calls cynically “the calculated risks . . . of an 
invigorated and revised foreign policy.” He warns us that 
those for whom he speaks have not given up their mili- 


tary dream of “liberation.”
